Berlin, Sept. 4.— David Jayne Hill, 
retiring American am bassador, on the 
eve ut his departure from Berlin, has 
broken silence with regard to his re 
situation, 
which 
was 
accepted 
by 
President Taft last April. 
The am bassador gave out a state 
ment intim ating that there had been a 
deliberate intrigue to dicredit him and 
m isrepresent the reasons for his re 
signation. He announced his declina­ 
tion of a decoration which the emperor 
offered him. 
•I cannot leave G erm any,” says the 
am bassador, "w ithout expressing my 
appreciation of the kindness I experi­ 
enced here, particularly from his ma 
jesty, the em peror, w ho has generously 
intimated a wish to confer upon me 
an honor which the laws of my coun 
try forbid me to accept. I have, how 
ever, considered it proper to receive 
a piece of porcelain from the royal 
potteries, and I wish to make public 
acknowledgm ent of this mark of hi-* 
friendship. 
"At the time of my resignation last 
April there was much speculation re 
garding the reason for it, and a legend 
concerning my course in the negotia 
tlons of my government with that of 
Germany in the potash controversy 
was carefully prepared and widely cir­ 
culated, positively declaring upon al 
leged authority, that my conduct had 
been displeasing to the departm ent ol 
state. 
In such circum stances the duty 
of a loyal diplom atic officer is silence, 
and we faithfully performed that duty 
I have believed the American i»eople. 
careless as they always are of repu 
rations, love fair play, and knowing 
that the official records were tbeie to 
speak the truth at the proper time, I 
have taken no notice either of the 
source or the motive of these allega 
lions and have at present no comment 
to make upon them Upon taking leave 
of the office six months after my renig 
nation was decided upon. I believe 
that it will give pleasure to the presi­ 
dent If I make public at this time an 
autograph 
statem ent made by Mm 
some m onths ago which should effect 
ually silence and exterm inate this Ie 
gend which certain newspaiiers have 
endeavored to keep alive 


Cites President's Letter. 


"He says: 
I write now to assure 
you that I never had the slightest rea­ 
son to critic ise to u r course and ser­ 
vice at the most im portant post of 
Berlin. 
You have vindicated your ap 
point ment in every way, and it has 
given me pleasure to deny em phati­ 
cally and categorically that your re 
signation grew out of any disagree 
merit on the part of the adm inistration 
with your conduct of this country's re 
latlons with 
Germ any in regard to 
imtash or any other question. I write 
this to you, for you are entitled to 
have a full statem ent as to your satis­ 
factory aery ices, written bv him whom 
you have worthily and well represent 
ed at tile great capital of Berlin.' 
“ I make this statem ent public at 
tills tim e for the purpose of assuring 
my friends in Europe and America of

Philadelphia, Sept. 4.—T hree 
men 
were drowned and five narrowly es­ 
caped death when a m otorboat filled 
with pleasure-seekers collided with a 
tugboat on the Delaware river near 
Florence, N. J. 
T he victims were m arried men, with 
families. 
They were George Ledger, 
C harles T e d and George Bentz, of 
Roebiings, N. J. 
None of the survivors seem to be 
able to tell exactly how the collision 
occurred. 
The boat, which was th e property 
of one of the men in the party, was 
struck by the tug when in the middle 
of th e channel. 
T he men who were 
drowned jum ped when they saw a col­ 
lision 
was 
inevitable. 
Those 
who 
stuck to the sm aller boat were saved. 
T here w ere no women aboard the 
craft. The party was formed of e m ­ 
ployers of 
Koebllng’a brewery, and 
supplies had beeu taken aboard for 
an all-day outing. 
Persons on shore waved goodby to 
the men as the little boat started on 
down the river in the direction of Bur­ 
lington Island. 


Tug Wheaties W arning. 
A tugboat was coming up the river 
at full speed. The captain of the tug 
blew a shrill whistle of warning, sig­ 
nalling the man at the steering wheel 
of the m otorboat to keep to his sta r­ 
board, but evidently the signal was 
misunderstood. 
Just aa the tug ap­ 
proached those on shore saw the little 
boat turn directly into the path of the 
larger ( raft. 
Bentz, Ledger and T eeht 
Jumped 
into the w ater from the rear deck, 
where they had been sitting. 
None of 
the three could swim, and after floun­ 
dering about in the swift tide a few 
ae<*onds they all disappeared beneath 
the surface. 
T he five others of the party atuck 
to the m otorboat, though the helms­ 
man abandoned the wheel and ran on 
deck. Tift prow of the tug bored a 
hole in the m otorboat am idships, the 
im i»act tossing two more men over­ 
board. 
These two were swim m ers, and kept 
them selves 
afloat until a boat was 
lowered from the deck of the tug The 
rem aining three * f the cruisers were 
taken off the small craft as she set­ 
tled beneath the surface. 
The survivors were 
then put on 
shore and work started to recover the 
bodies of the three drowned men. 
AII three of the victims were young 
married men, well liked and among 
the best known of Koeblings’ cltizena. 
The town of Roebiings until a few 
years ago was known as Kinkora. The 
victims of the accident had lived th ere 
all their lives.
